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DUBLIN FIRE OUTBREAK, 


A section of the Dublin Fire Brigade from 
Tara street, under Captain Connolly and 
Station-Officer Rogers, were called yesterday 
afternoon to 64 Dame street to deal with an 
anusual outbreak of fire. It had been noticed 
exactly twenty-four hours previously by the 
residents, who telephoned by mistake for the 
ambulance instead of the Fire Brigade. 

The outbreak was found to be due to an 
armchair catching fire, and this was put out 
by the ambulance men and others. The 
ceiling, it appears, however, became over- 
heated, and continued to smoulder through- 
out the night. Early vesterday afternoon a 
gas pipe melted, and the apartment was filled 
with a sheet of flame. 

The firemen, when they arrived, succeeded 
in confiming the outbreak to the upper storey 
of the building, and little damage was done 
to the premises in consequence, though at one 
period the situation looked grave. The scene 
of the fire is known as Coghill’s Court, and 
consists of tenement dwellings.
